The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners voted at their January 
30 meeting to delay action on the 
signing of the proposed agreement be- 
tween the county, Mercy Hospital, 
and the new AuSable Valiey EMS 
Board of Directors for two weeks. 
This action was taken to allow the five 
new commissioners time to study the 
contract and attend a study session on 
February 7 with AuSable Valley EMS 
board members. 

Chairman McLachlan gave a brief 
history of how and why the non-profit 
AuSable Valley EMS was created. He 
said the agreement to form the non- 
profit ambulance service has taken 
many months to compiete as ambu- 
lance board members addressed count- 
iess details that had to be taken back 
and forth between the hospital and 
county boards for approval. McLach- 
lan said he believes it’s time to tum 
over the county ambulance service to 
the new non-profit company with the 
county interfering as little as possible 
in its operation. He suggested the 
possibility that the county could be out 
of the ambulance business financially 
in five years and allow the non-profit 
service to attain break-even status. 

Most of the commissioners did not 
receive copies of the contract until two 
days prior to the January 30 meeting 
and maintained they needed more time 
to examine the contract before they 


made a decision whether to support or 
reject the proposal. 

Commissioner Smock expressed 
concem for the welfare of the Crawford 
County Ambulance Corps (CCAC) 
employees who he said have worked 
long hours under stressful conditions 
throughout the re-organization period. 

Mickey Perez, a member of the 
AuSable Valley EMS Board of Direc- 
tors, said each CCAC employee who 
applied to AuSable Valley EMS wiil 
be given the opportunity to go through 
the complete interviewing process. 

“We did not feel, not knowing these 
people, that we could say we would 
take on everyone,” said Perez. “But 
we definitely want to give everyone an 
equal opportunity to apply for a job. 
We feel that this is just a good business 
decision on the part of the new board.” 

Commissioner Riley questioned the 
structure of the new service, espe- 
cially the decision to hire Dave Freder- 
ick as manager and Bonnie Granish as 
clinical manager. He said he felt the 
salaries for these two individuals made 
the budget top heavy. 

“Unfortunately I don’t have an al- 
temative and even if I did have an al- 
ternative, I’ve been led to believe itis 
too late anyway,” he said. 

Commissioner Smock agreed that 
the administrative costs looked high. 

Barbara Selesky questioned how 
Frederick would have time to admini- 
ster both the Dial-a-ride system and 
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Local National Guard

Operation Desert Storm has spurred 
interest in the National Guard, and 
SFC Robert Annis, Recruiter at Camp 
Grayling, said that interest is apparent 
in the number of calls he has received 
seeking information about enlisting in 
the Guard.

“The majority of them are 
prior service veterans.” 

“Most of those who are calling are 
interested in being a part of the 
machinery involved in Operation 
Desert Storm,” he explained.

SFC Annis remarked that many of 
those inquiring about enlistments are 
Vietnam veterans. He said he is hearing 
from non-prior service prospects as 
well.

Multi-Vehicle Accident 
Injures 5 Persons 


A Crawford County ambulance was 
involved in a three vehicle accident 
last Thursday, January 31, that sent 
five persons to Mercy Hospital in- 
cluding the two ambulance EMTs. 

The accident occurred at 9:13 a.m., 
near the Four Mile Road rest area, as 
the ambulance was traveling north- 
bound on I-75, 

Raxann Adams, 44, of Grayling, 
driver of the ambulance, and Valerie 
Nelson, 23, of Grayling, the ambu- 
lance passenger were the most seri- 
ously injured. They were transported 
to Mercy Hospital. The ambulance 
was not transporting a patient, nor 
were they enroute to a call when the 
accident occurred, 

Russell Hurren, 29, Nancy Randall, 
36, and Edmund Groover, 27, allof St. 
Helen, were alse taken to the hospital. 
No one in the semi-truck was injured. 

The ambulance attendants said they 
were returning to Grayling after de- 
ciding not to attend a meeting at the 
Beaver Creck Fire Dept. because of 


the number of accidents beginning to 
occur on the expressway. They said a 
snow storm was Causing poor visibil- 
ity when suddenly they found them- 
selves in a “whiteout.” During this 
whiteout the ambulance struck the rear 
of a semi-tractor trailer entering 1-75 
northbound from the rest areaon-ramp. 
The ambulance was then hit in the side 
by a pick-up truck that had been trav- 
eling behind it. 

The ambulance as well as the pick- 
up truck were totally destroyed. The 
semi-truck received a dented bumper 
on the back of the trailer. 

Both EMTs and the least injured 
passenger of the pick-up truck were all 
wearing their seat belts, 

Ambulances from Grayling, 
Frederic, and Higgins Township were 
at the scene as was the Grayling City 
and Township Fire Dept. Chief 
Holtcamp from the Beaver Creek Fire 
Dept. also assisted. 

The accident is being investigated 
by the Crawford Co. Sheriff Dept. 
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the new ambulance. She said last year 
Frederick told the Commission on 
Aging that he was unable to deal with 
transportation money available to 
senior Citizens for unmet needs. 

“How is he going to take on the ad- 
ditional responsibility of running the 
new ambulance?” she asked. 

Riley said locating the new ambu- 
lance at the Dial-a-ride facility is 
another serious concer because he 
believes it will mean additional miles 
and time to the new ambulance’s re- 
sponse time to many parts of the 
county. Representing Beaver Creek 
Township, Riley said he would have 
difficulty supporting the new ambu- 
lance service as long as it is located at 
the Dial-a-Ride facility on North Down 
River Road. He also questioned the 
Safety of using the I-75 emergency 
turn-around to gain access Lo the south- 
bound lane. 

McLachlan said the management 
agreement with Dial-a-ride for the 
location of the ambulance and its 
management services are for one year 
and are subject to review at the end of 
that time. He said there had been 


discussion of locating the new ambu- 
lance service at the old DNR Field 
Office, located next door to the hospi- 
tal, but the state has not tumed over the 
property to the county. 

Arepresentative of North Flight Am- 
bulance of Traverse City said she has 
looked over the way the new ambv- 
lance service is structured and said itis 
a good plan. She said North Flight is 
ready to work with whatever ambu- 
lance system is adopted by the com- 
munity, not to compete with it, but 
rather to compliment the community's 
pre-hospital care. 

Riley asked the board, on advice 
from Ed Holtcamp, to retain consult- 
ant Elliot Nelson for $2,000 to con- 
duct a two week study of the proposed 
ambulance agreement, but his motion 
failed toreceive sufficient support from 
the other commissioners. 

McLachlan cautioned the board not 
to discard hastily 14 months of organ- 
izational work. He said Mercy Hospi- 
tal is looking at possible cuts in Medi- 
care and the townships may also want 
to reconsider their financial commit- 
ments. 


The contract, which the previous 
Crawford County Board of Commis- 
sioners had already approved, has been 
signed by Mercy Hospital and the 
AuSabie Valley EMS Board of Direc- 
tors. McLachlan said if the county 
changes any part of the agrecment, it 
would have go back to the various 
boards for their approval, once again 
delaying start-up of the new ambu- 
lance and possibly jeopardizing the 
entire project. 

“When we first started working on 
this back in June our target date, be- 
lieve it or not, was September I,” said 
Perez, “and now it is February | and 
we are just this far. It’s not that we 
haven’t been working and it’s not that 
we haven't been meeting,” she contin- 
ued. “Each of the decisions we have 
taken have been given a lot of thought.” 

Perez said the proposed agreement 
probably isn’t a perfect plan, but she 
said she has confidence in the integrity 
of the board members that as their 
mistakes begin to surface, they will 
acknowledge the errors and make the 
proper decisions. 

She said the ambulance problem

has been studied and studied and stud- 
ied and the board has considered many 
alternatives before it came up with the 
proposed agreement. 

“We have to get going now,” she 
concluded, “‘and start putting into ef- 
fect the decision we’ve made so that 
we can evaluate them.” 

McLachlan said from September, 
1989, through December, 1990, the 
county has paid approximately 
$75,000 to keep the Crawford County 
Ambulance Corps operational. Prior 
to 1989, ambulance expenses and 
revenues were part of the general fund. 

County Treasurer Joseph Wakeley 
said he hopes to be able to recapture 
some of this money from receivables 
still on the books after everything is 
tumed over to the non-profit ambu- 
lance service. 

Dennis Renander. President and 
CEO of Mercy Hospital, encouraged 
the acceptance of the contracl as pre- 
sented and said he believes the hospi- 
tal and county are about to embark on 
anexciting and challenging effort that 
other communities will consider in the 
future. 


County Commissioners Facing 
Wide Range Of Issues 


Crawford County Commissioners 
spent a full day on Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 30 wading through county busi- 
ness. To sign or not to sign te ambu- 
lance agreement was probably themost 
important piece of business of their 
agenda (this is covered in a separate 
article), but the relatively inexperi- 
enced board considered and made 
decisions on many other important 
items of business. 

E-911 SYSTEM 

Commissioner Long reported that 
the county’s E-911 emergency tele- 
phone system should be on-line some- 
time this summer and that it was time 
to address the hiring of a dispatch 
director. The new central dispatch 
should be operational by June, and it 
will be the new dispatch director’s re- 
sponsibility to implement the E-911 
dispatch system as expeditiously and 
cost effectively as possible. 

Commissioner Long said there 
would be some funding available for 
implementation of thenew E-91 1 cen- 
tral dispatch from restricted funds, 
which he said are not supposed to be 
subject to state budget cuts this year. 
The new director is to be hired part 
time to begin, but go to full time as 
soon as E-911 is fully operational. 

Although a final decision has not 
been made by the Building and 


Grounds Committee, it appears the 
most likely location for the E-911 
central dispatch is in the building ad- 
jacent to the courthouse that houses 
the Secretary of State and county’s 
Building and Zoning offices. 

Commissioner Long was appointed 
to the Crawford County E-911 Board 
of Directors. 

VICTIM ADVOCATE 

The board approved increasing the 
Victim/Witness Advocate’s position 
with the prosecutor’s office from part 
time to full time as long as her salary 
is reimbursed by the siate’s Crime 
Victim’s Program. 

SOCIAL SERVICES 

Barbara Clark was swom-in as a 
member of the Department of Social 
Services Board and Don Geiss was 
reappointed to the board. 

_ COUNTY ROADS 

During the two years Robert Nelson 
served as a commissioner he was in- 
volved with state and federal govern- 
ments to get some tax dollars for the 
repair of county roads used exten- 
sively by military vehicles. Commis- 
sioner Riley reported that Nelson was 
continuing to work on that project 
with Road Commissioner Ken Chapp. 
Nelson is also attempting to coordi- 
nate state and federal efforts to con- 
struct a bike path from Grayling to 


Hanson Hills on M-72 West because 
of the influx of military vehicle traffic 
during uke summer months. 
LANDFILL 

. Doug Hyde and Rick Deuell pre- 
sented a draft of the Dept. of Natural 
Resources’ suggested changes to the 
county’s 20-year Solid Waste Man- 
agement Plan. 

Several commissioners expressed 
concems that, sometime in the future, 
Crawford County taxpayers could be 
held responsible for costly environ- 
menial clean-up costs at the Crawford- 
Otsego Landfill for contamination 
resulting from trash brought in by out- 
of-county haulers. 

Long said he was concemed that the 
state was approving the location of 
landfills in economically depressed 
areas where the base costs of operat- 
ing the landfill are so great the host 
county is forced to accept out-of- 
county garbage. He said these poor 
counties could be left holding the 
“clean-up bag” and are least able to 
afford the burden. He said contingen- 
cies should be included to guarantee 
that every county using a landfill site 
is held responsible for any contamina- 
tion that arises, even 30 years down 
the road. 

Chairman McLachlan said Long’s 
fears are already reality. He said

Crawford County is in the process of 
cleaning up contamination from the 
“old dump site” used in the 1970s.

JAIL PLANS 

The board voted to pay $2,000 to 
hire an architect todraw upaconstruc- 
tion plan to increase the size of the 
current jail facility. This action was 
taken following the recommendation 
from Commissioner Hulbert. 

Smock suggested that in addition to 
the architect's recommendations, the 
county look into the state/county part- 
nership act which may make money 
available for the construction of new 
and larger county jails. He said he 
doesn’t know the time parameters of 
this possible new legislature or how 
much, if any, state money may be 
available to counties, but he said he 
believes it is worth looking into, espe- 
cially in lieu of the new Governor's 
decision to cul back on the consiruc- 
tion of new prisons and maybe even to 
close a few. 

Long said the problem with state 
funding is that sometime in the future, 
the state. can remind counties that they 
helped build their facilities and re- 
quire that counties house state inmates 
the state has no room for. 

“We've done a study and know the 
long range projection of inmates that 
we are going to have in this area,” said 
Long. “Every minute we continue to

Down the drain of some Israeli 
barber are the sand fleas; gone too is 
her long dark hair, Things are looking 
up though, she says.

For whatever reason, the DNR 
decided they wouldn't allow the local 
people to repair the Salling Dam, and 
are to begin dismantling it this winter. 

That means all occupants of the old 
flood plain along Evergreen Drive, 
M-72, and the Madsen cabins areacan 
expect six to 12 inches of water on 
their property nearly every year, one 
to two feet every three to eight years, 
and a full-blown flood every 50 years 
or so (the next one could be in 1992). 

My advice to those people is to 
purchase flood insurance, and notify 
the following listed state people of 
your intent to suc the State of Michigan 
for damages. You can do it easily by 
cutting out this letter, attach a signed 
note telling them how much it’s going 
to cost them (don’t forget the contents 
of your buildings), make copies, and 
send them to the following listed 
addresses:

The battle in Lansing 
now is not over cutting jobs but rather 
how to cut and how many jobs will be 
lost. It’s not a happy, upbeat message.

REACTION TO THE | 
ENGLER talk was mixed. Based

Caring For You 
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A Health Care Column By Your Local Doctors

Internal Medicine - Pediatrics 

Breast fed infants need nothing but 
mother’s milk until approximately six 
months of age. 

Rice cereal may be introduced at 
four months as with other children. 
The only other supplement needed is 
Vitamin D and Fluoride. Fluoride 
should not be started if baby takes any 
water and the water has not been tested. 
For the most part, breast fed babies 
don’t use water and can be safely 
started on Fluoride vitamins. Vitamin 
D can be given with a multi-vitamin 
A, D&E. 

Bottle fed babies should be placed 
on full iron formula, since the Jow iron 
formulas don't supply enough. These 
children also should be on vitamins 
with Fluoride, but generally don’tnecd 
extra vitamin Das muchasa breast fed 
baby. Since water is commonly used 
tomix the formula itis very important 
for the house water to be tested for 
the Fluoride content. If too much 


Fluoride is in the water, giving the 
Fluoride vitamin can cause the bones 
in the baby’s ear to harden and produce 
permanent deafness. Water can be 
tested through the public health 
department free of charge. 

The proper way to add foods to 
every baby’s diet is as follows: 

A. No solids until four months of 
age. Children’s tongues do not stop 
thrusting by instinct unul four months 
and its very difficult for them to 
swallow anything including rice cereal. 
There is amuch higher chance that the 
baby will choke. 

B. When adding baby foods 
remember these simple rules: 

1. Vegetables before fruit. 

2. Yellow before green. 

3. No meats or citrus until 
almost one year of age. 

The appropriate way is to start with 
one yellow vegetable and to use it for 
about a week as much as your baby 
seems to want to take it. Sweet potato, 
squash, or carrots are good choices. 
Start with one and allow baby to get 
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used to it. After one week, you may 
begin to add other types of yellow 
vegetables. When two or three yellow 
vegetables are all being taken well, 
you may begin adding green 
vegetables, such as peas, etc. Fruits 
can be added in at about six to seven 
months, when baby’s digestivesystem 
is producing enough enzymes to handIc 
these different substances. It is better 
to feed the baby the vegetables first so 
they learn to like them. Avoid all 
citrus fruits like oranges and pineapples 
in both the juice and crushed form. 
Tomatoes are also quite acid as 
vegetables go and should be avoided 
until almost a year of age. Meats can 
be added in as the ground chicken, ctc. 
You should use white meats first and 
try to avoid the red meats.

On Tuesday, January 29th, Barb 
Sands, River House Shelter 
Community Education Coordinator, 
presented testimony at the public 
hearing regarding State Budget 
Reduction Proposals. The hearing was 
held at the Grayling Holiday Inn and 
was attended by approximately 400 
people. The following isher testimony. 


“My name is Barb Sands and I am 
the Community Education 
Coordinator for River House Shelter. 
I am speaking on behalf of the staff, 
volunteers, and clients of the shelter to 
express our deep concerns about the 
199] Budget Reduction Proposals. 

River House Shelter is a non-proftt 
agency sponsored by Mercy Hospital 
in Grayling. We provide crisis 
intervention services to domestic 
children from Crawford, Oscoda, 
Ogemaw, and Roscommon counties, 
This is a rural service area covering 
2500 square miles. There are over 
forty similar shelter programs in the 
state of Michigan. 

As an employee of River House 
since the program began in October, 
1986, Ihave been an active participant 
in the program's development. Our 
program has been grown from a staff 
of three providing a twenty-four hour 
crisis line and referrals to a staff of 
twelve providinga shelter home, crisis 
counseling, advocacy, legal and health 
referrals, and an extensive outreach 
program consisting of community 
education and adult and children’s 
support groups in the four counties we 
serve. Because we are basically 
dependent upon state and federal funds 
to provide these services, the Budget 
Reduction Proposals would have a 


devastating ‘affect on River House — 


Shelter and those we serve. 


Our proposed budget for this fiscal 
year (Oct. 90- Sept. 91) is $180,000.00. 
Thirty four percent of our budget is 
provided by a state grant'from the 
Domestic Violence Prevention and 
Treatment Board; these funds 
primarily provide staff salaries, 
Additional funds for items such as 
postage, mileage, office supplies and 
telephone expense must be raised 
through local and private contributions. 
We are required to match sixty cents 
of each dollar provided under the state 
grant. One percent of our budget is 
provided by United Way and the 
remaining 65% of our budget is 
provided by state and federal funds, 
particularly the state Emergency Necds 
Program. 


Through the Emergency Necds 


Program, we are able to provide

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$8,000. We would then be forced to 
find altemate funding sources in an 
already economically deprived rural 
service area, or to lay off employees, 
Since our program is required to 
operate twenty-four hours per day, 
seven days per week, we cannot 
realistically lose employees without a 
negative impact on our ability to 
provide crisis intervention services. 

The loss of Emergency Needs funds 
is Our primary concern, however, there 
are other aspects of the Proposal that 
will affect our clients’ needs. 


First, since most of the women we 
serve (99% of our adult clients are 
female) = are economically 
disadvantaged, they are also dependant 
upon ADC, General Assistance, food 
banks, heating allowances, and other 
agencies, such as St. Vincent DePaul, 
all of which are programs included in 


the Budget Reduction Proposals. Asa 


non-profit agency on a limited budget, 
we would be unable to provide 
additional services or monetary 
compensation to our clients to make 
up for these lost services. 


Second, many of the women who 
access our program begin a “new life” 
by entering or returning to the work 
force or educational system. As 
minimum wageemployees or full time 
students, they are dependant upon 
ADC and Title XX Day Care. As they 
become more financially independent, 
ihey tose ADC benefits and eventually 
have only medicaid and food stamps 
to rely on. Therefore, the proposed 
decrease in ADC benefits, the 
elimination of General Assistance and 
the elimination of Title XX Day Care 
will all directly affect our clients. 

Finally, our clients are not only 
victims of physica! abuse, but also 
suffer from extreme emotional and 
psychological abuse as well as sexual 
abuse, Our staff is not licensed to 
provide psychological services, 
therefore, we are dependant upon 


agencies such as Community Mental - 


Health for extensive counseling for 
our clients. The Budget Reduction 
Proposals affecting Community 
Mental Health will also be detrimental 
to our clients’ needs. 


In closing, I ask you to consider 
these facts: 

F.B.J. statistics show that over two 
million women are beaten by their 
husbands or boyfriends every year. 

The most recent statistical data 
compiled by the Domestic Violence 
and Treatment Board indicates that 
during one fiscal year alone, Michigan 
shelters provided services to over 8,000 
domestic violence victims. 

I think these statistics prove that
